A rally, to honor twenty-five years of struggle In the 
Integration movement, v;as held, under the auspices of the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, on Monday evening, 
February 3 , 1964, in the Grand Ballroom of the Hotel 
Roosevelt, Madison Avenue and Forty- fifth Street, Nev; 

York City, New York, 

The above affair commenced at about 8:55 PM with 
approximately 500 to 525 persons in attendance. Tickets 
for the affair were $2,50, 

Refreshments were served from 8:00 PM to the time the 
program began. 

Chairman of the rally v;as Dr. HAROLD TAYLOR vrho told of 
the background of the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund (SCEP); the \7ork of the group in the field of civil 
rights; the fact Mrs. FRANKLIN D, ROOSEVELT strongly 
supported SCEF during her lifetime and in general called 
for support for SCEP. 

JOHN SALTER, described as a SCEP Field Organizer, spoke 
and told of his work in the fight for civil rights in 
both the South and Southwest. He said progress was being 
made and he was sure this progress would continue with 
support of persons such as those in attendance. He 
talked further of plans to integrate Roanoke, Virginia 
and Raleigh, North Carolina, , 

ARTHUR KINOY, introduced as an attorney, talked about 
indictments against Reverend FRED SHUTTLESWORTH and others 
brought about by Louisiana authorities and how they would 
be fought. He said that there is currently a lull in 
civil rights activities but that this summer, when students 
get out of their respective schools, activities would be 
greatly increased.

SAM SKIRAH, Introduced as a Field Representative of the 
Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee, said poor 
whites” should be included in the fight for civil rights. 
He saj.d his group wants an additional sixteen men to do 
field work in the coming year and as a result more 
monej^ would be needed by the organization. At this point 
he appealed for financial support from all present. 


BEN SMITH, an attorney, spoke briefly and pointed out the 
great need of SCSF for money. He said the 19^3 budget 
was $113,000. He passed out envelopes and requested that 
generous contributions be made to SCL’.P. 


The honored guest and main speaker was the Reverend 
FRED SKU"05?IESVJ0RTH, introduced as the incoming President 
of SCEF. 21(i delivered a very dramatic speech on the 
subject of civil rights; the work of SCEF; the need to 
support SCEF and other civil rights groups and the fact 
that after Jun.?, when students finish school, activity in 
the civil rights field would increase consid;*rably. 


The above rally was concluded at approximatrly 11:00 PM.

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"Harvey 0 ^Connor was the Chairman' of the first sessiOHi 
and the first speaker was Donna Allen, who reviewed the recoro 
the House Coomittee on Un-Amerxcan Activities (HCUA) for the past 
five years. She also reviewed abolition work dicing this period. 
Allen said many of the Representatives are ^raid to take a 
chance hy going on record against the HCUA heoause this is an 
election year. She stated that many Representatips feel that 
HCUA Is not carrying out its original mandate, but, rather, iS 
going beyond it. She said that many of these Co^ressmen want 
to keep clear of an abolition position, and added that 
to protect these individuals who are. sympathetic with, abolit^ n 
by not attacking them. She said there are a ^good 

Congressmen against HCUA. In a discussion followi^ Allen s speech 
Pr^ Wilkinson stated that last year there were 80 members of the 
House in favor of abolition of HCUA, and were prepared to vote 
against it. He added that there is currently a group of 
Congressmen. who have prepared a five page petition • 

This petition has 19 signatures on 4t, and ^5 are needed to bring 
it out of committee. He said he has a copy of this petition. 

■ "The next speaker was Anne Braden. Herr theme was that 
the HCUA is the cause of integration not working in the South be- 
cause of its *red baiting.’ She stated that Uittle HUCA 
committees have been set up' in southern states which are 
material by the HCUA, and that liberals' in the South are attacked 
as communists. This scares people away from working for integration. 
Braden put over the idea that civil rights are synomonous with 
civil liberties, and said that the ’civil rights people have to 
make up their minds to assist the ’civil liberties people by 
giving them the necessary weapons to carry on the fi^t* These 
weapons arc in the form of support of the civil liberties position 
and funds. Braden also said that her pamphlet »HUAC, Bulwark of 
Segregation’ is almost ready for the printers, and will be dis- 
tributed in the near future., 

"The next speaker was Arthur Kinoy, an attorney, who , 
spoke on the. raid on the Southern Conference. Educational Fund 
last fall by state authorities in Louisiana. He said this was 
actually a ‘three state conspiracy’ against the Negro by wh^ 
he termed the ’Southern power structure . Kinoy said the 
records were taken into Mississippi in order to avoid a subpoena 
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by local or state courts in Louisiana, and that they are now 
in Washington, D.C. Kinoy said this ^southern power structure’ 
goes from state to state in the south to block integration, dux 
added. that its time is limited. He added that Senator Eastl^d 
of Mississippi is behind most of the ant i- integration activity 
in the South, . by his use of the ’little HUAC committees. 


’’Lafayette Surner made a short speech concerning the 
situation in the South. He said he is affiliated with the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and has been wopki^ on 
voter registration in the state of Mississippi. He said that all 
opposition to integration stems from Senator Eastland, that 

it is hard to get Negroes in the South to do any more that to say 
they would lilje to vote. He said this reluctance is due to their 
fear of economic reprisals^. He also said that most people work- 
ing for integration are labeled ’communists.’ 


’’At the end pf the session Kichard Criley stated that 
the South, Is not the only place with ’little KUAC committees.’ 

He said that Anne Braden’s pamphlet would be needed in the Horth 
as well as the South.”

" 1 . *The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization with headquarters in 
New York, whose avowed purpose is to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the FBI. * * * 

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951 i although representing itself 
as a non- Communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party, It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material.* 

»FRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
v/hen he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 195 ^ VJILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former FBI ;indercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I am ansv;ering no questions of this 
committee." This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * * * WILKINSON has

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951 > although representing itself 
as a non-Communlst group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material.' 

'FRANK WILKINSON v/as called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I am answering no questions of this 
committee.” This also became his stock
